Group II has the special technical feature of a 
substrate processing apparatus comprising a processing chamber, a liquid container, a 
vaporizer, a liquid source supply pipe, a source gas supply pipe, an injection drive 
control mechanism, a supply pipe for supply a different reactant, and a controller for 
controlling. In the apparatus of the Group II invention the description of the injection 
drive control mechanism is being "for"' fixing a particular amount of liquid per one 
injecting operation is a recitation of intended use. and the apparatus of the Group II 
invention is not limited to the special technical feature of the Group I invention. Also the 
Group I invention does not require an injection drive or an injection drive control 
mechanism as required by the special technical feature of the Group II invention, or the 
particular arrangement of pipes that are required by the special technical feature of the 
Group II invention. Therefore, two-way distinctness exists between the Group I and 
Group II inventions.
